OPA Releases Sugar 
For Home Canning 

In order that the greatest pos- 
sible use may be made of this 
year's food crop and to assist in 
supplementing the limited civilian 
supply of commercially packed 
foods during the coming winter, the 
office of Price Administration has 
for home canning. The Ardmore 
rationed the allowance of sugar 
and Narberth War Price and Ra- 
tioning Board today announced that 
a top limit of 25 pounds of sugar 
per person may be granted for can- 
ning and preserving, the amount 
being based upon the actual amount 
to be put up. 

Application must be made In per- 
son, and each applicant must bring 
a copy of War Ration Book One 
for each person for whom home 
canning sugar Is requested, and a 
statement as to the total number 
of quarts or pounds of finished 
fruit to be put up and the amount 
of sugar to be used for making 
Jams and jellies. When making 
purchases of sugar for this pur\ 
pose, it will be necessary to pre- 
sent to the retailer the War Ration 
Book Que.

ESSENTIALS OF NEW CEILING 
PRICE PROGRAM 

Community ceiling prices for twenty groups of foods were 
announced this week by the Philadelphia Office of Price Ad- 
ministration and are now in effect in Pennsylvania stores within 
a radius of 20 miles from City Hall, Philadelphia. The prices are 
the highest that ANY store in the area can charge. Large volume 
stores where prices are regularly lower, must continue to sell at 
the lower prices required by existing regulations. 

The food groups covered by this first-of-a-series of commu- 
nity ceiling prices included: fluid, condensed and evaporated 
milk, butter, eggs, coffee, cheese, poultry, bread, cereals, spa- 
ghetti, macaroni, noodles, sugar, lard, honey, syrups, peanut but- 
ter, canned citrus products, pancake and buckwheat mixes. 

Housewives are urged to keep the lists of ceiling prices as 
printed in the newspapers and to use them when they god shop- 
ping. 

All class one stores — stores whose annual volume of sales 
is less than $50,000 — are required to post these official ceiling 
prices. Other stores must post the ceiling prices that apply to 
their particular class. All stores must also post their selling 
prices. 

This action will be folloked by an extension of "community 
ceiling prices" to other food groups. Coupled with the nationally 
established ceiling. prices for pork products, now in effect, and 
with the dollars-and-cents ceiling prices for beef, veal and lamb, 
to become effective May 1 7, they will cover practically every im- 
portant food in the family market basket. 

At the present time community prices are being set for 
about 130 cities, but they will be extended until every food store 
in the nation will be covered. Most cities wil have such commu- 
nity price lists by June 1. This program, which tells the house- 
wife in plain terms of dollars and cents, the top legal price which 
she can be charged, goes a long way to establishing cost-of-living 
control. 

While OPA investigators will be assigned to check on store 
compliance, consumers themselves now have in their hands the 
information they need to make sure that they are not being 
charged black market pjrices, to refuse to pay more than ceiling 
prices, and to report overcharge to their local War Price and Ra- 
tioning boards.

Vaccination against 
smallpox confers lasting immunity 
against the most contagious dis- 
ease in the world. All children 
should be protected by vaccination 
before their first birthday, and re- 
vaccinated again every ten years 
Consult your physician and be 
sure that each member of your 
family is safe from smallpox. 

Before 1894, in each year there 
occurred in every' 100,000 popula- 
tion, 400 cases of diphtheria, and 
of these 150 died. Eighty per cent 
of those who died were children 
under 4 years of age. Then came 
tho discovery of antitoxin for the 
treatment of diphtheria and the 
protection of those who had been 
exposed to the disease. By 1913,

every 100,000 population had fallen 
to under 300, and of these only 35 
died. To be effective in the treat- 
ment of diphtheria .antitoxin must 
be given early In. the disease. Chil- 
dren treated on the first day all re- 
covered. But can your baby tell 
you it has a sore throat? Unfor- 
tunately the disease is often not 
discovered until two or more days 
have passed, and so 6 to 10 per 
cent of the patients are sure to die. 

In 1913 the first method to pro- 
tect children more or less perman- 
ently against diphtheria was dis- 
covered. Three injections of toxin-- 
anti-toxin were found to protect 
nearly all children for a number of 
years, and possibly for the rest of 
their lives. More recently, simpler 
methods have been found, which 
are equally effective in protecting 
against this dreaded disease, and 
commonly require only two doses. 

As a result, the yearly death rate 
has fallen to less than 3 for every 
100,000 population. This has' been 
accomplished by arousing the inter- 
est of parents in the safety of their 
children. If every child in the 
land were given preventive treat- 
ment, diphtheria could be wiped 
out.

I life all about us, first at St. Mar- 
garet's school, then at Lower Mer- 
lon High, after which he had his 
engineering fling at Villanova, a 
natural candidate for victorious en- 
terprise, with all the high courage 
and technique needed to skillfully 
pilot those thunderous ships that 
sail the eternal skies. 

Down in that Alabama school he 
quickly made the stern grade, his 
"Wings" being well earned exactly 
6 months ago, and the day before 
the Nation so distinguished him, he 
took unto himself a wife, Eileen 
Mary Pollock, gentle, gracious Nar- 
berth girl who traveled with the 
home-folks to the Southern town to 
bind the troth and to be on hand 
when "Jimmie" was formally adop- 
ted into the FightLng Forces of the 
air. 

From then on his flying career 
was of the valiant order that could 
be expected from a young man of 
such sterling stuff, his superiors be- 
coming increasingly aware of the 
prowess that was his forte, and It 
was In the immediate cards that he 
was to be transferred overseas, at 
higher rank, to continue his gallant 
role. 

Then had to come this disaster 
which brought him down, the en- 
gine revealing its serious' defects 
when he was miles aloft, alone in 
his P-47, the largest single motor 
plane in all the world . . . and the 
retrospect of his landing in the 
shallow shore of the Chesapeake 
Bay makes the conviction inevit- 
able, the data being what it is, that 
he was coolly deciding against his 
own best chances, to avoid peril to 
others, when he so selflessly elected 
not to crash on thefield and chose 
instead the water in which only he 
would be involved. 

Thus the third sad toll has been 
taken of Narberth's splendid young 
men, and distressing it would be 
if' the memories of "Jimmie" To- 
lan, and John Dixon, and of Wil- 
liam Hook, were ever permitted to 
slip into the category of casual 
things or if their'supreme offering 
for the Country's Cause failed to 
enshrine them permanently in our 
affections as among America's best 
benefactors and most stalwart sons.

Says Local Ration Board 



From the Ardmore-Narberth 
Board, No. 2646.3 to the 26,000 
people it serves. 

Retired UFA Chief Leon Hen- 
derson, during hia tenure of office 
dubbed a "Softie," a guy who'd re- 
signed from a Rationing Board to 
Join the Commandos. 

You say rationing is a head- 
ache! We agree. But you aren't 
the only ones taking aspirin. Stop 
and think about us in the Ration- 
ing Board. Your individual prob- 
lem is, of course, more important 
to you than to anyone else. But 
your problem is also ourp roblem 
because that's our job and we are 
in the office to serve you. Wo want 
to do it to the best of our ability 
and within the Government regula- 
tions which wo are obliged to work 
under. Those regulations make it 
impossible often, to give you what 
you want. But, we do not make 
tho regulations. We axe under oath 
to the Government to carry them 
out — and — do our duty. 

We are told that we are fast los- 
ing friends in the community be- 
cause, we are doing our duty as we 
understand it! Are the ties of 
friendship no stronger than that? 
Are we to be condemned because 
of tho things we do in the line of 
duty? What price friendship — 16 
"H"coupons? We doubt If you 
would like to have our Jobs. But 
we don't want to trade with you 
either. We like the work and feel 
we are making our direct contribu- 
tion to the War effort. But we want 
you to keep in mind: 

Rationing is one of the biggest 
jobs the Government ever under- 
took. The rules have flaws in them 
to be sure, but they are being cor- 
rected all the time. They may 
never be perfect but even if they 
do hurt, the slight sacrifice is noth- 
ing compared to a front line posi- 
tion in Tunisia. Rationing is bene- 
ficial to you and your neighbor 
alike. Rationing is necessary be- 
cause none of us can have as much 
of anything today as in normal 
times. Without it. the chisglcr, the 
hoarder, and the selfish among us, 
gets his and others don't. The 
rules of rationing are complicated 
and yet it's our job to keep up-to- 
date on them. It's a headache.

We handle ra- 
tioning of gasoline, tires, fuel oil, 
autos, bicycle, sugar, coffee, shoes, 
rubber boots, processed foods and 
meats.

Delays will occur, 
mostly beyond our power to avoid 
but we try to be prompt. 

Often the Information you give 
us on an application is incomplete 
or not plain. Read the questions 
before you attempt to write the 
answers.

And lastly: Keep in mind that the 
whole U. S. A. is rationed, not Just 
our district. You know why! The 
sooner you and your neighbor quit 
griping about it (if you are a 
griper) the sooner it will be work- 
ing 99 per cent. (There will always 
bo a few who think they are en- 
titled to more than others.) Too, 
it will help speed the day when 
your boy will be back again, God 
bless him! 

Your Rationing Board office, at 
66 E. Lancaster Ave., Ardmore, is 
open every week from 9 to 3, Sat- 
urday 9 to 12.30; Tuesday evening 7 
to 9.30. We are your servants. Use 
us, but try not to kick us around.
